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SJC  Jazz  Spectacular!  Lives  Up  to  Its  Name

On  Sunday,  March  25,  the  SJC 
theatre  was  filled  with  scat  and 
improv  solos,  as  well  as  a  lot  of 
delightful  jazz  music.  Jazz 
Spectacular! — a  show  featuring 
the  SJC  Jazz  Band  and  the  SJC 
Vocal  Jazz  Ensemble — took  place 
at  4  p.m.  for  a  crowd  of  SJC 
students  and  staff  as  well  as  local 
citizens. 

The  Jazz  Ensemble  opened 
and  closed  the  show,  with  the 


Jazz  Band  performing  a  set  of  six 
songs  in-between  the  Jazz 
Ensemble’s  sets. 

“I  thought  the  concert  was  a 
nice  thing  to  have  on  a  Sunday 
afternoon,”  Mark  Brouwer, 
Director  of  Intramural  Sports  and 
Student  Union  Board  Director, 
said. 

“Joe  [Stewart]  told  me  he  had 
a  scat  solo  and  I  was  excited  to 
hear  it,”  Brouwer  continued.

“Heck,  I  even  invited  my  mom  to 
come  out  and  watch  the  show.” 

The  SJC  Jazz  Ensemble, 
conducted  by  Assistant  Director 
of  Music  Todd  Samra,  is  a  select 
choir  that  students  must  audition 
for  in  order  to  join.  Their  songs 
were  accompanied  by  a  rhythm 
section,  consisting  of  piano, 
string  bass  and  drums. 

The  twelve  student  ensemble 
opened  the  show  with  some  more 
well-known  songs.  Freshman 
Jackie  Klear  and  Casey  Tulley 
had  scat  solos  in  the  ensemble’s 
second  number  “Blue  Moon.” 

The  Jazz  Ensemble  closed 
their  first  set  with  a  song  entitled 
“It  Don’t  Mean  a  Thing  if  it  Ain’t 
got  that  Sing,  Sing,  Sing,”  an 
arrangement  of  the  Duke 
Ellington  classic  with  the  famous 
Louis  Prima  song.  This  song 
brought  with  it  two  more  scat 
solos,  one  from  sophomore  Erika 


Rowshan  and  the  other  from 
freshman  Joe  Stewart. 

“The  solo  was  really  kind  of 
nerve-racking,”  Stewart  said. 
“Because  it  was  a  scat  solo,  it’s 
not  something  you  can  actually 
prepare  for.  It’s  more  something 
that  you  do  on-the-fly.  It’s 
something  I’ve  never  done  before 
and  I’m  pleased  that  the  SJC 
Music  Department  gave  me  the 
opportunity.” 

The  SJC  Jazz  Band  then  took 
the  stage  with  a  barrage  of  upbeat 
numbers. 

Under  the  direction  of 
Assistant  Professor  of  Music  Paul 
Geraci.  the  Jazz  Band  wowed  the 
audience  with  their  selection  of 
music,  ending  their  performance 
with  a  surprise  number  “Wood 
Chopper’s  Ball.”  This  song  gave 
everyone  in  the  Jazz  Band  an 
opportunity  to  perform  a 
miniature  improvisational  solo 


for  the  audience. 

After  hearing  solos  from  every 
member  of  the  band.  Geraci 
picked  up  his  trumpet  and 
dazzled  the  concertgoers. 

“I  thought  that  the  concert 
went  really  well,”  sophomore 
Alto  Saxophone  player  Lisa 
Guzman  said. 

The  Jazz  Ensemble’s  second 
set  slowed  down  the  tempo  quite 
a  bit.  The  four  songs  were 
performed  beautifully. 

To  conclude,  Samra  explained 
to  the  audience  in  a  heartfelt 
speech  the  joy  he  had  working 
with  the  group  and  how 
wonderful  the  group  was  as  a 
whole. 

“That  was  our  last 
performance  of  the  year,  and  I 
wanted  to  share  with  the  audience 
how  much  fun  we  all  had  before 
we  sang  our  final  number,” 

Samra  concluded.

A  diverse  group  of  employers 
participated  in  the  11th  annual 
Careerfest  on  March  26  at  Saint 
Joseph's  College.  Scheduled  from 
10  a.m.  to  2  p.m.  CDT,  the  free 
event  took  place  in  the  Halleck 
Student  Center  Ballroom  and  was 
open  to  all  SJC  students,  alumni, 
students  from  other  area  colleges, 
and  any  interested  job  seekers 
from  the  surrounding  community. 

All  SJC  students  and  others 
attending  were  told  to  bring  a 
good  supply  of  resumes  to  hand 
out  at  the  event  and  schedule  time 
to  attend  the  event  between 
classes.  Participants  were  also 
asked  to  note  that  the  dress  attire 
was  business  professional. 


According  to  Donna  Brody, 
Director  of  Career  Development 
at  the  College,  this  year’s 
CareerFest  was  designed  to 
appeal  to  students  of  all  class 
levels  and  majors. 

“I  am  happy  to  report  that  we 
have  a  large  number  of  first-time 
CareerFest  participants,”  said 
Brody.  “They  represent  an 
assortment  of  occupational  areas 
from  such  fields  as  sales, 
insurance,  information 
technology,  laboratory  sciences, 
law  enforcement,  and  radio.” 

Brody  was  confident  that  the 
day  would  be  profitable  for  both 
the  employers  and  the  job 
seekers. 


“Career  fairs  are  great 
opportunities  for  job  seekers 
because  the  participants  can 
network  with  a  larger  number  of 
employers  in  one  place,  on  one 
day,”  she  continued.  “I  have  told 
the  students  to  keep  an  open  mind 
and  to  introduce  themselves  to  as 
many  employers  as  possible. 

Even  if  an  employer  isn’t  from 
the  student’s  geographic  area  or 
specifically  involved  with  the 
student's  major,  it  is  still  a  good 
idea  to  talk  to  them.” 

Brody  continued  to  explain 
that  many  employers  have 
multiple  locations  and  positions. 

For  instance,  almost  all 
employers  have  an  information 


technology  department,  an 
accounting  department,  a  human 
resources  department  and  a  safety 
department. 

Similarly,  Brody  added,  a 
major  company  recruiter  from 
Indianapolis  would  most 
definitely  have  contacts  with 
recruiters  in  other  locations.

Many  people  think  that 
members  of  gangs  are  too  far 
gone  to  ever  make  a  difference 
and  change  who  they  are. 

However,  Brother  Bill  and 
Brother  Jim  Fogarty  prove  this 
theory  wrong  on  a  daily  basis 
through  their  gang  ministry. 

Many  years  ago,  a  gentleman 
now  known  as  Brother  Bill  was 
confronted  with  a  somewhat 
difficult  decision.  When  he 
started  having  trouble  making 
this  decision,  he  went  into  a 
nearby  church  where  he  heard  the 
voice  of  the  Lord  speak  to  him. 

He  spoke  the  words  “I  lead,  you 
follow,”  and  when  asked  another 
series  of  questions,  those  same 
words  were  repeated. 

Brother  Bill  took  these  words 
to  heart. 

Brother  Bill  would  walk  out 
into  the  middle  of  what  is  known 
as  the  "killing  field”  during  the 
middle  of  a  gun  battle  without 
any  regard  for  his  own  safety.  It 
was  said  that  he  seemed  to  have  a 
shield  of  some  kind  protecting 
him. 


He  said,  however,  that  it  was 
the  arms  of  God. 

After  speaking  with  God,  he 
started  a  non-profit  organization 
called  the  Brothers  and  Sisters  of 
Love.  Brother  Bill  partnered  in 
the  organization  with  Brother  Jim 
Fogarty,  who  also  walked  into  the 
middle  of  these  battles  and  was 
never  harmed. 

The  Brothers  and  Sisters  of 
Love  is  an  organization  that  helps 
steer  gang  members  in  the  right 
direction  from  the  path  they 
currently  walk. 

It  is  also  a  way  for  these  gang 
members  to  understand  that  there 
is  life  outside  of  violence.  They 
are  able  to  make  friends  with  the 
Brothers  and  get  help  throughout 
life. 

Gold-D  is  one  of  their  success 
stories.  Even  though  his  rap  sheet 
proves  an  obstacle  for  his 
employment,  he  has  at  least  tried 
to  make  a  change. 

Since  becoming  involved  with 
The  Brothers  and  Sisters  of  Love 
organization,  he  has  received  his 
GED  and  is  now  married  with  six 


beautiful  daughters.  He  is  also  a 
poet  with  his  own  website, 
www.GoldD.com. 

This  just  goes  to  prove  that  no 
matter  how  hard  one’s  life  seems 


to  be,  there  is  always  light  at  the 
end  of  the  tunnel.

Alumni  Board  of  Directors, 
student  trustee  for  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  chairperson  of  the  Food 
Committee,  junior  class  vice 
president,  and  president  of  the 
College  Democrats.

Again,  I  turned  to  scripture,  and 
again,  I  found  warring  opinions. 
In  Matthew  27:  3-5,  Matthew 
writes,  “When  Judas,  who  had 
betrayed  him,  saw  that  Jesus  was 
condemned,  he  was  seized  with 
remorse  and  returned  the  thirty 
silver  coins  to  the  chief  priests 
and  the  elders.  ‘I  have  sinned,’ 
he  said,  ‘for  I  have  betrayed 
innocent  blood.’  ‘What  is  that  to 
us?’  they  replied.  ‘That’s  your 
responsibility.’  So  Judas  threw 
the  money  into  the  temple  and 
left.  Then  he  went  away  and 
hanged  himself.”  Once  more,  we 
find  that  Matthew  is  convinced  of 
Judas’  wrong-doing  in  every 
manner.  However,  in  Acts  1:18, 
Luke  observes,  “With  the  reward 
he  got  for  his  wickedness,  Judas 
bought  a  field;  there  he  fell 
headlong,  his  body  burst  open 
and  all  his  intestines  spilled  out.” 
A  bit  graphic,  perhaps,  from  the 
former  doctor,  but  sounding  of  a 
simple  farming  accident.  It 
becomes  a  bit  difficult  to  spill 
one’s  guts  while  hanging,  so 
clearly  the  two  accounts  differ. 
Even  if  the  gut-spilling  was 
intentional,  the  methodology  was 
different  than  Matthew  described, 
calling  the  whole  issue  into 
question.  Therefore,  I  find 
impossible  to  determine  Judas’ 
method  of  death. 

Overall,  my  attempts  at 
discovering  the  true  Judas  have 
been  inconclusive.  For  the 
purposes  of  the  show,  I  have 
created  a  sort  of  rebel  Judas, 
attempting  to  reconcile  all  given 
accounts.  My  Judas  will  be 
somewhat  of  a  dissenter,  a  man 
who  agrees  with  Jesus’  general 
principles  and  ideas,  but  perhaps 
not  always  the  precise  ideologies. 
In  the  end,  he  decides  that  maybe 
Jesus  would  be  a  better  service  to 
the  masses  as  a  quotable  memory, 
rather  than  as  a  constant  force. 
However,  I  do  not  believe  this  to 
be  the  historical  truth.  The  true 
motivations  of  one  Judas  Iscariot 
are  still  out  there,  and  someday,  I 
intend  to  find  them.

Gibson  is  Still  a  Farm  Girl 


Oregon  native  Laura  Gibson  is 
not  a  typical  musician.  Seldom 
exploring  the  world  of  recorded 
music,  Gibson  does  music  her 
way.  Her  audience  of  choice  was 
kindergarten  students  and 
residents  of  nursing  homes  and 
hospices.  She’s  a  little  bit  of  a 
small-town  kind  of  gal,  but  it’s 
that  charm  that  comes  out  in  her 
style.  If  You  Come  to  Greet  Me 
approaches  the  listener  with 
charm  and  sweetness.  It  almost 
becomes  a  girl-next-door  kind  of 
feel.  Gibson’s  voice  is  warm,  and 
that  mixed  with  her  small-town 
type  of  intimate  qualities  makes 
the  listener  eager  to  greet  Gibson. 

On  If  you  Come  to  Greet  Me, 
honesty  lingers  around  the  chords 
and  words.  Her  voice  may  be 
soft,  but  it’s  confident.  She  is 
little  demur,  but  she’s  still  willing 
to  share.  The  entire  album  is  very 
forward  in  the  sense  that  there  is 
little  to  no  layering.  She  remains 
out  in  the  open  within  the 
construction  of  the  album  The 
simplistic  orchestration  does  not 
cloud  or  create  a  facade  to  deter 
the  ear  from  what  Gibson  wants 
to  tell  you.  She  sheds  her 
proverbial  clothes  and  lets  you 
see  her  from  the  beginning. 

“This  is  Not  the  End”  is  quite 
the  opener.  Almost  sounding  as 
though  it  were  a  lo-fi,  the  song 
presents  a  sort  of  aged  charm.  It 
moves  slowly  as  Gibson  gently 
and  quietly  plays  each  note.  Her 
soft  voice  is  heartfelt  as  she  sings 
that  “this  is  not  the  end.” 

One  of  the  more  popular  songs 
on  the  album,  “Hand  in  Pockets,” 
is  a  bit  more  upbeat  with  soft 
guest  drumming  by  Rachel 


M.  Ward,  the  Decemberists).  As 
the  song  progresses,  a  bridge  that 
utilizes  spoons  comes  into  play. 
Lyrics,  once  again,  are  simple  but 
manage  to  capture  a  moment 
perfectly.  “Tell  me  you  always 
go  before  me  /  Out  along  the 
solemn  grate  /  Tell  me  the  season 
is  almost  over  I  can  wait.” 

Nightwatch  features  another 
country  aspect.  Instead  of 
spoons,  she  chooses  a  wallowing 
saw  in  the  background  with 
doubled  vocals.  The  country 
theme  continues  within  the 
album.  In  “Small  Town  Parade,” 
she  tells  her  story  of  being  the 
center  of  attention  in  the  small¬ 
town.  “And  I  could  be  the  queen 
of  our  small  town  parade  /  You 
could  be  the  leader  of  a  bold 
marching  band  /  You  could  play 
the  drum  /  And  I  could  wave  my 
hand  /  For  the  crowd.”  The  most 
appealing  thing  about  the  song 
and  its  lyrics  is  the  fact  it  doesn’t 
matter  if  it’s  Gibson’s  small  town 
or  anyone  else’s.  The  same 
things  still  apply.  In  “Country 
Song,”  Gibson  gives  a  litany  of 
“country”  things  she  has 
managed  to  fall  in  love  with. 

Regardless  of  her  love  for  the 
small-town  wonder  of  the 
country-esque  things  in  life, 
Gibson  manages  to  put  sheen  of 
beauty  on  her  subject  matter. 
Furthermore,  her  beauty  and 
deliverance  of  songs  soars  as  her 
voice  floats  and  touches  each 
little  note  gracefully.  If  You 
Come  to  Greet  Me  is  just  that, 
everything  you  will  get  if  you  do, 
greet  Gibson  and  once  you  do, 
you  can  hardly  wait  to  meet  her 
again.

take  on  the  character  of  James 
Bond  defies  convention  by  giving 
the  character  real  motivation  and 
personality.  Bond  isn’t  some 
supreme  being  who  kills  and 
makes  love  without  emotion,  but 
rather  a  real  human  being  dealing 
with  a  license  to  kill  and  a  high 
probability  of  having  a  short  life 
span. 

Aiding  Craig  is  a  script  that 
gives  reason  and  drive  behind 
Bond’s  nature.  We  see  his  first 
kills  to  become  a  00  agent,  his 
early  mistakes  and  gullibility,  and 
even  his  falling  in  love.  His  first 
major  target  is  Le  Chiffre,  a 
banker  for  terrorists  who  must 
win  an  incredibly  high  stakes 
poker  game  to  keep  his  clients 
happy.  Being  the  best  card  player 
the  agency  can  find,  Bond  is 
given  the  task  of  both  beating 


Chiffre  in  cards  and  thwarting  his 
schemes  and  assassination 
attempts,  all  while  falling  in  love 
with  the  Treasury  official  Vesper 
Lynd. 

Although  the  centerpiece  of 
the  story  is  a  card  tournament, 
action  sequences  are  still 
plentiful,  with  far  more  realistic 
and  brutal  depictions.  The  story 
does  tend  to  drag  somewhat  near 
the  end.  when  plot  elements  creep 
forward  at  a  pace  at  odds  with  the 
rest  of  the  movie.  However,  the 
overall  effect  still  manages  to 
reach  its  goal  of  redefining  Bond. 
No  longer  lost  in  self  parody, 
Casino  Royale  signals  a  refreshed 
franchise,  one  that  may 
eventually  match  the  glory  days 
of  Sean  Connery’s  iconic 
depiction  of  007.

The  Saint  Joseph’s  College 
men’s  and  women’s  track  and 
field  teams  got  a  long-awaited 
first  chance  to  perform  at  home 
on  Saturday,  hosting  the  fourth 
annual  Gene  and  Rose  Edmonds 
Invitational  at  the  Michael  J. 
Vallone/Class  of  1960  Track  and 
Field  Complex. 

Both  teams  used  the 
opportunity  to  their  advantages, 
as  several  outstanding  individual 
performances  led  to  team  success. 

The  SJC  women’s  squad 
scored  144  points  to  place  first 
out  of  six  teams,  while  the  men’s 
team  tallied  1 64  to  place  second 
out  of  seven. 

The  Lady  Pumas  had  three 
school-record  performances 
during  the  day.  two  of  which 
came  from  Allison  Chappell  (Sr., 
Lemont,  IL).  She  won  the  pole 
vault  (11  ’2.5"),  breaking  her  own 
SJC  record,  then  cleared  5’6"  in 
the  high  jump  to  place  second 
and  tie  the  school  mark  set  by 
Maria  Emerson  in  1989. 
Chappell’s  high  jump  clearance 
was  also  a  provisional  qualifying

Outdoor  National 
Championships. 

Erin  Salinas  (Sr.,  Hampshire, 
IL)  also  entered  the  record  book 
Saturday,  achieving  a  mark  of 
154’3"  in  the  hammer  throw  to 
break  the  record  held  by  her 
sister,  Natalie,  since  2003. 

SJC’s  women  also  got  first- 
place  finishes  from  Jordan 
Henley  (Sr.,  Rossville,  IN)  in  the 
3,000-meter  steeplechase 
(12:35.26),  Natasha  Kinsey  (Jr., 
Elkhart,  IN/Memorial)  in  the  long 
jump  (17’1.25"),  and  the  4x100- 
meter  relay  team  of  Kinsey, 
Chappell,  Brittney  Bertsch  (Jr., 
Milton,  IN/Cambridge  City 
Lincoln)  and  Kathleen  Sherburne 
(Sr.,  Fort  Wayne,  IN/Bishop 
Dwenger),  which  finished  in 
50.60  seconds. 

Placing  second  for  the  Lady 
Pumas  were  Kinsey  in  the  100- 
meter  dash  (13.13),  Lydia 
Thompson  (So.,  Frankfort,  IN)  in 
the  400-meter  dash  ( 1 :00.06), 
Jenna  Helton  (So.,  Waterloo,  IL) 
in  the  3,000-meter  run  ( 1 1: 10.90), 
and  Kim  Woodruff  (Jr.,  LaPorte, 


IN/Michigan  City)  in  the  3,000 
steeplechase  (12:48.57). 

Sherburne  was  third  in  the 
200-meter  dash  (27.22),  as  were 
Jacqui  Mohr  (So.,  Crown  Point, 
IN)  in  the  1,500- meter  run 
(5:20.57),  Thompson  in  the  long 
jump  (16’ 1"),  and  Anna  Schlater 
(Jr.,  New  Bremen,  OH)  in  the 
discus  throw  (116’9M). 

The  men’s  team  had  two 
provisional  national  qualifying 
marks  in  the  same  event,  as  Kyle 
Lawson  (Jr.,  Indianapolis,  IN/ 
Univ.  of  Indianapolis)  won  the 
hammer  throw  with  a  distance  of 
187’2"  and  Aaron  Ruter  (Jr., 
Forreston,  IL)  placed  third  with  a 
throw  of  1 8 1  ’7". 

The  Pumas  also  got  an 
outstanding  overall  performance 
from  Grant  Dean  (Jr.,  Hillsboro, 
OR),  who  turned  in  first-place 
finishes  in  four  events.  He  won 
the  100  (11.08),  200  (22.85),  and 
long  jump  (22’3.75"),  while  also 
teaming  with  Caleb  Branam  (Sr., 
Bloomington,  IN/South),  Donate 
Morgan  (So.,  Chicago,  IL/Mt. 
Carmel),  and  Lonnie  Hurst  (Sr., 
Detroit,  Ml/Univ.  of  Illinois)  to 
win  the  4x100  relay  (43.41). 

Dean  led  a  1-2-3  sweep  in  the 
200,  as  Hurst  was  second  (22.91) 
and  Branam  placed  third  (23.08). 

Other  first-place  finishes  came 
from  Ruter  in  the  discus  throw 
(151 ’8")  and  Kasey  Carl  (Fr., 
Hoopeston,  IL)  in  the  triple  jump 
(40’9.5").  Placing  second  were 
Andy  VanDeHey  (Sr.,  Kaukauna, 
WI)  in  the  800-meter  run 
(2:01 .54)  and  3,000  steeplechase 
(10:05.09),  Matt  Leonardo  (Jr., 
Chicago,  IL/St.  Laurence)  in  the 
1,500  (4:10.55),  Sir  William 
McKenzie  (Fr.,  San  Leandro,  CA) 
in  the  shot  put  (48’  1 1 .75"),  and 
the  4x400  relay  team  of  Branam, 
Tim  Powell  (Fr.,  Indianapolis,  IN/ 
Cardinal  Ritter),  Joel  Jaeger  (Fr., 


Marseilles,  IL/Ottawa),  and 
Jeremiah  Tworek  (Fr.,  Trafalgar, 
IN/Indian  Creek),  which  was 
clocked  in  3:30.36. 

Finishing  third  were  Joe  King 
(Sr.,  Alsip,  IL/Brother  Rice)  in 
the  5,000-meter  run  (16:00.96) 
and  McKenzie  in  the  discus 
throw  (130’8").

The  Puma  softball  team  is  not 
only  looking  good  so  far  this 
season,  but  they  also  have  a  very 
strong  chance  of  making  the 
conference  tournament  this  year 
as  they  begin  to  start  conference 
play. 

The  Pumas,  who  are  17-9, 
have  already  had  four  conference 
games  so  far  this  year.  The 
Pumas  split  with  The  University 
of  Missouri-Rolla  and  swept 
Rockhurst  at  the  beginning  of  this 
month  to  start  out  their 
conference  play. 

After  a  short  conference  break, 
SJC  looks  to  continue  their  run  in 
the  GLVC  as  they  continue  it  on 
April  1,  were  they  will  travel  to 
Kentucky  Wesleyan  when  they 


battle  out  a  double-header  against 
the  host  Panthers. 

However  during  that  break  the 
Pumas  have  gone  4-2  with  big 
wins  against  Huntington  and 
Robert  Morris.  So  far  on  the 
season  the  Pumas  have  been  led 
in  the  batter’s  box  by  sophomore 
slugger  Stephani  Kickels  who  is 
hitting  a  huge  .426  with  20  RBI's 
and  an  on  base  percentage  of 
.486.  Yet,  Kickels  is  not  the  only 
sluggers  the  Pumas  have.  Jesse 
Privett  and  Cheryl  Zakowski  are 
hitting  well  over  the  .375  mark 
respectively. 

The  Pumas  are  led  on  the  base 
paths  by  speedy  sophomore 
Stephanie  Madsen,  who  has 
swiped  19  bags  out  of  21 


attempts.  Last  year’s  leading 
base  stealer  Ashley  Emmett  is 
second  with  8.  The  Pumas  have 
very  solid  pitching  this  year. 

Most  of  the  innings  rely  on  the 
arm  of  Sara  Somogyi  who  is  10-5 
so  far  on  the  year.  She  carries 
with  her  a  1.81  era  on  the  year 
and  also  an  astonishing  158  strike 
outs,  the  exact  number  of  strike 
outs  she  had  last  year.  Earlier  in 
the  year  Somogyi  fanned  21 
batters  to  break  the  school  record 
of  19  she  set  earlier  in  the  season.
